ወ A-HA: Mags Furoholmen and Pal Waaktaar grew up as friends in the high rise flats of Manglerud, Norway, 
and before they were teenagers started playing recorders and tin plates, soon moving on to guitars and cheap 
synthesisers, calling their first group Spider Empire. At the age of 14 they were interviewed by a local 
newspaper and deciared that they "were going to go abroad and become internationally famous pop stars”. 
Not surprisingly, their classmates just laughed. In 1981 they released a self-financed LP under the name of 
Bridges. It was initially ignored — their classmates were right, it seemed. Still as determined as ever they 
packed their bags for Engiand and blew their £2,000 savings trying in vain to interest British record companies. 
On their return they persuaded Morten Harket, singer in a soul/blues band called Souldier Blue, to join them. 
He agreed — as long as they wrote some songs before returning to Britain. So they holed themselves up in 
Pál's parents summer cabin, lived off stolen plums (Morten strongly disapproving of this act of theft) and wrote 
lots of songs — some like “Nå Blaser Det Pa Jorden” long forgotten, others, like one called "Lesson One’, tobe 
very important later on. Full of hope they returned at the beginning of 1983, lived in a tiny flat smelling of cat 
poo, ate yumlicious salt-and-pepper sandwiches, became so poor they could only afford one light bulb (it one 
of them wanted to go to the loo he had to take it with him), had arguments and eventually got a record contract. 
They dusted down that old song "Lesson One", wrote some new words, called it "Take On Me", released it 
and... it flopped. Much sobbing, So they re-recorded it, re-released it and . .. it flopped again. Even more 
sobbing. So much, in fact, that the band split, only reforming in an awful hurry when they discovered that their 
American record company actually rather liked "Take On Me" and wanted to make a very expensive £100,000 
semi-animated video for it. The rest, as they say, is history. It reached number two in Britain, number one in 
most of the world and the follow ups — “The Sun Always Shines On TV", “Train Of Thought" and "Hunting High 
And Low” — did nearly as well. They started a huge world tour, the whole world went A-ha mac, their second, 
much weirder LP “Scoundrel Days" also sold several squillion copies and they are, at the moment, one of the 
most popular groups in the entire known universe (or something).

After playing one zwillion concerts, having even more 
hits The Relum Of fhe Los Palmos 7" Grey Day “Shut Up", "It 
Must Be Love" and making a not-very-good film, Take It Or Leave 
JI, by 1984 the group were slowly but surely toning down their nutty 
image. In 1985 reclusive song-writer Mike Barson left the group to 
setile down" in Holland with his wife, and many predicted doom for 
the remaining members. They were wrong: Madness formed their 
own Zarjazz label and had even more hits, including a charity 
record for Ethiopia, "Starvation", followed by " Yesterday s Men” and 
Uncle Sam”. "We have changed,” said Suggs at the time. "We're a 
lot more sensitive now.” But — alas — their enthusiasm was already 
and obviously wilting. By the autumn of 1986 Madness had had 
enough. One last hitsingle was mustered — "Waiting For The Ghost 
Train’, one last LP — "Utter Madness" — and one last compilation 
video of the same name, which featured the chaps trooping out of 
a doorway at the end whilst snivelling into their hankies (Sobl) —the. 
last vision we'd have of one of the greatest pop groups in the entire 
universe.
